STIMULATING FOREIGN TRADE. 

_ For two or more decades—since the first discus 
sion of reciprocity in tariff acts—the business 
world of the United States has realized that 
foreign trade is an essential element in national 
prosperity; that, small as it may be beside our 
colossal domestic trade, to lose it, or to fail to in- 
crease it steadily, is to find a most uncomfortable 
surplus of products on our hands and to doom 
huidreds of thousands to unemployment. Cer- 
tainly there has been much talk about our foreign 
trade, and the government has sought to help that 
trade in various ways. But the manufacturers 
and exporters will be the first to admit that they 
themselves have done little, have rather expected 
the trade to seek them, instead of seeking it. 

Manifestly the war is producing a change of 
attitude. The manufacturers, bankers, and mer- 
chants feel that the way to get foreign trade is 
to go after it, to work for it, to think of it, to 
devote hard study and systematic effort to the 
practical sides of the question. 

Two news items are significant in this connec- 
tion. The Illinois Manufacturers’ associat‘on, 
through its foreign trade committee, has decided 
to establish sales and exhibition rooms in London, 
Petrograd, and other European cities. The imme- 
diate objective, of course, is a larger share of the 
war supplies now being purchased, but the move 
is meant to be permanent. At all times attractive 
and well advertised exhibits and expositions are

PUBLIC HEALTH IS FOR SALE. 
ORE than that, the price is fairly 
well fixed. A good health officer 
can tell the people of his town 
“how much health e dollar will 
buy. 

This is the budget season. Right now 
all over the country aldermen are decid- 
ing how’ much health they wil) buy for 
the people of thelr towns. Although they 
talk only of dollars and cents, when they 
discuss the budgets for the health depart- 
ments, what they are really passing on 
is how many babies shall die, how much 
diphtheria shall occur, how many nuis- 
ances shal! be allowed. 

In the struggle between the different 
bureaus for public funds the department 
which is essentially the department of 
human welfare is liable to be neglected. 
The heads of the human welfare depart- 
ments are always positive that they get 
the worst of it They say that protection 
is always pushed into the background 
when budgets are being made,

It wascertainly In the background when 
the constitution of the United States was 
being written. That admirable document, 
after providing offices, army, courts, and 
postoffices, added as an afterthought in 
giving power to congress and “do such 
other acts as are necessary for the public 
welfare.” 

When the different state constitutions 
were adopted provision was made for 
nearly everything except the people. The 
Iitinois Central road got into the consti- 
tution of Illinois, but the only place where 
buman welfare butts in ts in the Inclusion 
of the little phrase above quoted from 
the national constitution.

E do not get sour oranges any | 
more, but we can get much the 
same nice flavor from the little 
kum«uvat which means no more 
to sons people, seemingly, than

resiaurants, ‘The kumquats are not much 
eaten raw, but are preferred as a pre- 
ferve of the very same sort as used to 
be much sold hy the Chinese along with 
Canton ginger, etc. 


.. Kumquat Preserve—Wash the kum- 


‘quats and boil them in twice their meas- 
ure of water until they can be pierced 
with a toothpick. Drain and then cook 
for ten minutes in a sugar sirup made 
in the proportion of one-half cup of wa- 
ter to a cup of sugar, dissolved and 
brought to the boiling point before the. 
cooked kum@uats are added. If cooked 
rvuch more than this it will be too hard 
o°fore the kumquats are cooked, espe- 
clally if only a few are prepared at a 
ume.
